A GRASSROOTS GROUP OPPOSES It 


ANNA PLAN, BUT IS ANYONE LISTENING?

First things first — Lorne Humphreys loves hockey. And he's got 
nothing against the Edmonton Oilers. He doesn’t even have a 
problem with the idea of a downtown arena. 

But just don’t ask the City of Edmonton to get involved in sup- 
porting it. That's where Humphreys, spokesman for a grassroots 
group calling itself Speak Up, Edmonton draws the line. 

Trying to stop a downtown arena from being built with city 
support is a little like a pee wee goaltender trying to stop Sid- 
ney Crosby on a breakaway. With all of the momentum towards 
building a new arena downtown for the Oilers — the project has 
gone from the ‘do we need it?’ stage to the ‘how do we pay for 
it?’ stage in a matter of months — it may seem like a done deal. 
But that isn’t going to stop Speak Up, Edmonton from trying. 

Humphreys is the spokesman for the group, which he founded 
just a month or so ago. It has its roots in a letter to the editor 
Humphrey read in a newspaper. He contacted the letter writ- 
er, one thing led to another, and before you know it, Speak Up, 
Edmonton — a registered, non-profit, volunteer society — was 
born. 

Humphreys, a Moose Jaw native, is a successful businessman 
who at various times has run a small chain of hotels, and the 
Country Kitchen restaurants. He was also a junior hockey player 
and later coach at the U.S. university level, and he has a son who 
played pro hockey in Europe. He even has some experience with 
hockey clubs at the ownership level; years ago he purchased the 
Winnipeg Warriors junior hockey club and moved it to Moose 
Jaw. 

So, Humphreys isn’t some anti-hockey outsider. 

“T love hockey, it’s a great sport,” he says. “But I do separate 
professional hockey as an entertainment event that has to be 
able to finance itself.” 

Humphreys emphasizes that his group is not opposed to an 
arena, downtown or anywhere. What really sticks in the craw of 
Speak Up, Edmonton is the idea of using public money to build 
an arena, and turn it over to a private developer. 

“That is not a good business model. In fact, that is not a busi- 
ness model that most chambers of commerce, most boards of 
trade, would consider to be truly private enterprise. That's sub- 
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sidization.” 

The city, and by extension its citizens, is operating without a 
business plan from the Katz Group, he says. 

“Nobody has seen the business model. A business model, in 
order to get down to whether you invest or not, means that you 
begin to look at all the details of reasonably projected income, 
reasonably projected expenses ... and figure out if your business 
plan is good. And we've not seen the business plan.” 

Humphreys disputes the notion floated by arena proponents 
that no tax dollars will go into the arena. As it stands now, the 
funding proposal calls for property taxes from present and fu- 
ture businesses in an area surrounding the arena, through a 
commercial business levy (CBL), to go towards paying for the 
construction of the building. The theory goes that the new arena 
will spur growth in the moribund area. 

But Humphreys says that’ still public money going into a pri- 
vate facility. 

“The funds to pay down that loan will have to come from the 
city. And where does the city get its money? Property taxes. 
Simple as that.” 

At least a billion dollars of investment is needed in the CBL 
to raise enough in taxes to pay for the loan. Humphreys is con- 
cerned that there are simply no guarantees at all that the area 
will develop well enough to cover the loan. 

“There is no way to know that. If they get guarantees of some 
kind, that’s a different thing. 

“Just so we understand that it may not be covered by some- 
thing that is out there,” he warns. “We don't know what the out- 
come will be.” 

Humphreys says if you take the emotional attachment of a 
hockey team out of the equation, and you call the players what 
they really are — a highly paid “labour force” guided by very 
highly paid executives — than the argument about an arena takes 
on a different aura. 

“When you look at it that way, you begin to think ‘gee, should 
we really be using that money for that?’ “ 

Speak Up, Edmonton has put some financial and promotional 
muscle behind its campaign. They've put up billboards, have 


developed an infor- 
mative website, are 
on Facebook and 
Twitter, and have 
distributed 


phlets through snail 


pam- 


mail around town. 
The response from 
the public, he says, 
has been “very, very 
good”. Nobody in 
his group, he says, 
has any financial 
interest in the proj- 
ect. 

He points out that 
we won't know for

many years down 
the road if the new arena project will pay for itself, or end up| 
being a drain on the public purse. | 

“Public money is going into private business. What's the pay- | 
back, what's the advantage? How do we know the advantage will f 
actually occur? 

“The city’s job is to provide zoning, regulation, development 
permits that are in the interests of that core area - .. which is how | 
capitalism is supposed to work.” 

The unspoken threat that the Oilers might leave town hangs | 
over the discussions. 

“Once ee decide to act and behave because of that threat, 1t 
means you're never getting over acting and behaving because of 
that threat.” 

To Humphreys, the arena debate boils down to this: © Should 
a government be putting in funds that are collected from a 
one to a specific business enterprise, and ceding all the revenue? 
That's a bad formula, and a bad precedent.” 

They're asking residents to register their point of view through 
the 311 line, read the information on the website (www. speakur 
pedmonton.ca) and contact their councillors.

The Stressful Search For Child Care 





URBAN MOM ANGELA BRUNSCHOT 
CURRENT SYSTEM 

OF WAITLISTS, “LUCK AND 
PRIVILEGE,” NOT GOOD ENOUGH 





The other day I came home from 
work and found my son’s platinum 
blond hair spiked into a faux hawk, an 
ice cream container tied to his waist, 
and an old pair of blue and white pa- 
jama bottoms wrapped around his 
neck like a boa. My partner sat on 
the floor with him, pounding the ice 
cream container like a drum while 
they howled along to Bjork 

My partner Dan has stayed home 
with our little guy for the past sev- 
eral months, and they have a riotous 
good time together. Sadly, this time 
is about to come to an end, as Dan 
is returning to school for upgrading 
in about a month. Very soon, we'll 
have to make the transition to out- 
side child care. 

Even while Ethan was still in utero 
I was warned, about the difficulty 
of finding a daycare spot. Last fall, 

_ when some of my chums in the New 

Moms Network started going back to 
work, the stories began again. 

Laura Frey, a 30-year-old market 
research consultant with the City of 


_ €dmonton, was utterly frustrated by 
_ the process before she went back to 


_ work this winter. 

“Where do you find these places?” 

_ she asked, exasperated. We sat at my 
kitchen table, our sons babbling in 


| the background as they played on the 
_ floor, and she described her search 


for child care. 

In the spring she placed her son 
Benjamin on several waiting lists. 
She called the centres back in the 
fall, but most told her it was too 
soon to tell. That's when she really 
got frustrated. She was returning to 
work in a couple months, had thor- 
oughly done her research, planned 
ahead, and yet she still couldn’t se- 
cure a daycare service she was happy 
with. In typical mom-fashion, she 
unnecessarily blamed herself. 

“TL really didn’t know. I’d heard that 


you needed to get on waitlists, but [ 
just thought whatever, it'll work out,” 
she says. “I wish I'd put myself on a 
few waitlists earlier and further out 
as back ups.” 

When I started hitting the pave- 
ment myself, I really understood 
her frustration. Edmonton has some 
stellar child-care centres, but the 
waitlists are extremely long. Many 
centres don’t take children until 
they are 19-months-old, and even 
if parents attempt to plan ahead as 
Laura did, nailing down a spot even a 
month early is very difficult 

Walking into the daycare centre 
at MacEwan University, I could see 
immediately why it’s in such high 
demand. The hallways are lined with 
pictures of tots finger painting in 
bright primary colours and building 
tall structures with wooden blocks. 
Most of the toys in the room are 
wooden, meaning my little teether 
won't be chewing on plastic all day. 
The food is prepared on-site in a 
bright and welcoming kitchen. The 
caregivers themselves are remark- 
ably patient and exude kindness as 
they tend to the few children left af- 
ter 5 p.m. 

At the end of the tour, and with 
more hope than actual expectation, 
1 dutifully mark down €than’s details 
and place him in.a line that includes 
some kids who aren't even born yet. 

Even if by some miracle we do get 
a spot at MacEwan, and are willing 
to tighten our budget to accommo- 
date the additional expense, Ethan 
can't attend that centre until he’s 19 
months old. That leaves a consider- 
able gap, even with Dan staying at 
home for a while after my maternity 
leave ended. 

My next visit is a little closer to 
home, a few blocks down the street 
at McDougall School at the Duck 
Inn Daycare. Here too the staff are 
approachable and kind. They have 
an exercise room so that even in the 
winter the little ones get a chance to 
bounce and run and generally burn 
off some energy. That's important 
when you're raising a highly mobile 
and energetic little boy like €than. 
The centre is also steps from Mc- 
Dougall School, ensuring a smooth 
transition to kindergarten. 

We've been on this waiting list 
since he was still nothing but a 
bundle in my arms, but again, he

can't attend this daycare until he’s 19 
months old. 

Next I visited a private daycare in 
my neighbouhood. They make their 
meals on-site and have a delightful 
multicultural theme. Plus, they will 
take Ethan immediately. However, we 
don't need care for another month, 
and they can’t hold the spot for us. 

These experiences are not unusual, 
says Rhonda Breitkreuz, an assistant 
professor in the human ecology de- 
partment at the University of Alber- 
ta. She's in the planning stages for 
research on the child-care options 
for a board range of families. 

“Even if you sign up the day you 
know you are pregnant,” she says, 
“there's not a very good chance that 
you are going to get into those highly 
sought after child-care facilities.” 

The problem is, of course, that 
there aren't enough child-care spac- 
es, so the accredited spaces — the 
ones that have complied with the 
government's voluntary standards — 
are filled very quickly. She gives the 
provincial government some credit 
for starting the process, but unless 
parents have both money and fore- 


sight, their kids simply won't get into 
these centres. 

“Part of it is going to be as a dis- 
criminating consumer, how well you 
are able to pick the best one, but a 
lot of it ends up being luck and privi- 
lege,” she says. “Is that really the 
kind of child-care choice that we 
want? Or should we be doing better 
for our kids and our families?” 

Breitkreuz compares that’situation 
with how much support there is for 
older children. Once a kid turns five 
they enter the reliability of elemen- 
tary school system, and that’s guar- 
anteed for all families. Even though 
the importance of the first five years 
of a child's life are well established 
as critical in terms of their develop- 
ment, there's very little in place for 
this age group. 

Much of the rhetoric around child 
care talks about choice, but in a so- 
ciety that values employment and 
where increasing household costs re- 
quires two-income families, talking 
about either parent choosing to stay 
at home is extremely misleading. 
(The politics of child care deserves 
it's own column, so look for that in 


the coming weeks.) 

While I know some parents can 
look after their children full time, it 
simply isn’t a practical solution for 
most families. In 2009, 64.4 per cent 
of women with children under three 
were employed, according to Statis- 
tics Canada. When you compare that 
to the 27.6 per cent who where em- 
ployed in 1976, it's clear that our so- 
ciety has undergone a fundamental 
shift. Asking parents to rely on “luck 
and privilege” in order to get quality 
child care just isn’t acceptable. 

For Laura, her decision was always 
firm — she wanted to return to work, 
and looked for a high quality child 
care centre where she could leave 
her son with the reasonable expecta- 
tion that he would be well cared for 
and stimulated. In the end, she was 
lucky enough to secure such a place. 


"In what seemed like a fluke, she 


phoned one centre just as they had an 
opening. 

I've got my fingers crossed. Here’s 
hoping my creative and rambunc- 
tious little boy is just as lucky.

WHERE’S THE HEALTH HERO? 





Raj Sherman's political star, which rose 
so far and so fast, is crashing back down 
to earth. Unless he can somehow slow its 
descent, it appears destined to burn up on 
fe-entry. 

Dr. Sherman is the former PC MLA for 
Edmonton-Meadowlark, who was kicked 
out of the Tory caucus last year for being a 
little too vigorous in his statements about 
the state of health care in this province. 
Sherman rose to near folk hero status ashe 
campaigned across the province in the cause 
of improving health care. 

Sherman is a bit of a loose cannon, but 
last week the cannon fired off in all direc- 
tions, and the damage is still being calcu- 
lated. Speaking in the legislature, where he 
has immunity from lawsuits, Sherman made 
a series of shocking allegations against 
doctors, former health ministers, and the 
health system in general. He claimed 250 
Albertans had died while waiting for lung 
surgery, further stating the ministers in 
charge of the health care system and the 
head of the Capital Health Authority knew 
of the deaths. 

He then upped the ante by claiming that 
“physicians who raised these issues were 
either punished or driven out of the province 
or paid out in millions to buy their silence 
and the costs buried in the books under 
the former Capital health region.” He also 
claimed that two sets of books were kept, 
“one balanced and the other with the de- 
tails mentioned that may have contributed 
to the $1.3 billion deficit”. 

It's a sad fact of life and death that 
people die in Alberta waiting for surgery. But 
Sherman's other allegations are explosive, 
even criminal. Doctors forced out of the 
province? Hush money paid? Cooked books? 
Sherman was, of course, immediately 


challenged to prove his allegations. But no 
sooner has he made his statements than 
he began to distance himself from them. 
He has claimed that he has the proof, but 
has demanded that there be no repercus- 
sions for the whistleblowers. On Monday, 
he dramatically tabled in the legislature a 
box of e-mails and letters, which appear to 
be little more than old complaints, with no 
supporting documentation of his allega- 
tions. In question period on Monday, when 
Premier Ed Stelmach challenged Sherman 
to provide proof of his allegations, Sher- 
man’s lame reply was “I didn't realize that 
(had to answer questions.” That comment 
elicited sarcastic guffaws from government 
members opposite. 

Well, Dr. Sherman, you do have to answer 
questions. You made extremely serious al- 
legations of corruption and criminal actions 
by doctors and health authorities. You've 
been quoted as saying “the evidence is not 
mine to give,” but if you do have evidence of 
bribery and cooked books, it is incumbent 
upon you to provide it. 

Sherman is running out of time. If he has 
evidence of malfeasance, then he should 
provide it, consequences be damned. The 
future of Raj Sherman, the once blazing star 
of Alberta politics, rests on his ability to back 
up his allegations with the facts. Otherwise, 
he has done himself, and the entire Alberta 
health care system, a tremendous disservice. 

It's safe to say that Albertans hope 
that Sherman's allegations of bribery and 
falsification of documents are untrue. And 
while Sherman has been reluctant to deliver 
any evidence, the lingering stench from 
his accusations may never be cleared until 
the government conducts an investigation 
through the Health Quality Council, whether 
Sherman presents his evidence or not.

Well, it 
seems AHS communications is just 
too darned busy to arrange meetings 
with MLAs, despite the fact it has 
70 people in its communications de- 
partment. Apparently, the person in 
charge of setting up meetings is on 
maternity leave, which necessitates 
hiring a $150-an-hour firm owned 
by a Tory partisan. 

Yes, our cash-starved health care 
system felt it was necessary to hire 
somebody at $150-an-hour to answer 
calls. I’m pretty sure you could have 
got that done in India for a whole lot 
less.

Cold Winter Streches Sipps 


MUSTARD SEED ISSUES 
CALL FOR DONATIONS

The winter of 2010-11, with its well- 
below normal temperatures com- 
pounded by marrow-freezing wind 
chills, has been tough on everyone. 

But just imagine what this winter 
has been like for those who live on 
the streets. 

The Mustard Seed inner-city social 
services agency has seen firsthand 
just how hard this winter has been 
on its clients, and it's asking for pub- 
lic help to help them get through this 
last blast of winter. 

The agency issued.a plea this week 
for donations of men's winter gloves, 
blankets, jackets, sleeping bags, and 
personal hygiene items to replenish 
its dwindling supply. 

The Mustard Seed, at 10635-96th 
St., provides hot meals six days a 
week for 200 to 400 impoverished 
people. And while it’s always hoping 
for financial donations, right now 
there is a real need is for items to 


keep its mostly male clientele from 
freezing. 

Megan Van Huizen, manager of 
street level services, says this win- 
ter has put a strain on the Mustard 
Seed’s supply of coats and other 
warm weather apparel for men. She 
says large jackets are in particularly 


short supply, as are items like toques, 
gloves, and sleeping bags. 

Van Huizen politely asks that any- 
one dropping off donations ensure 
that they are still usable 

“We hope for donations that you 
still feel like you could wear,” she 
says, asking for “gently used” cloth- 





ing with working zippers and the 
like. 

“It's all about dignity for our 
people,” she says.

Harper gave a few perfunctory re- 
marks, and as soon as he stepped 
down, his minions dismantled his 
podium, took away the microphone, 
and hustled the reporters out of the 
room. Oops! Turns out Ignatieff was 
also supposed to speak, and the or- 
ganizers had to find another podium 
and microphone. The Prime Minis- 
ters office apologized, and, as usual, 
blamed the whole incident on an 
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“overzealous” staffer. 

Total bullshit. Harper's staff knew 
Ignatieff was going to speak and 
did everything in their power to de- 
flect attention away from the Lib- 
eral leader. As always, the Harper 
government fell back on the “it’s all 
a misunderstanding” dodge when 
they're caught doing something they 
planned to do all along. As the say- 
ing goes, it is better to apologize af- 
ter than ask permission before. And 
since when do reporters routinely 
take orders from a low-level govern- 
ment toady about what events they 
can, or cannot, attend?

Is it a land of conservative, red- 
neck oil men, where the only place 
you can find culture is in the yogurt 
aisle?

The €dmonton-based author, oc- 
casional comedian and filmmaker 
has compiled six years of research 
and thought into an off-beat blend of 
history, opinion and humour called 
Will the Real Alberta Please Stand 
Up? (University of Alberta Press, 
$34.95). 

Takach is not a pure laine Alber- 
tan, to steal from the language of his 
native province, Quebec. He came 
here with his parents — Hungarian 
refugees who left Quebec when they 
could see the upcoming language 
wars on the horizon — as a 15-year 
old. His first impression of Alberta 
was of the forbidding industrial land- 
scape of Refinery Row. He remem- 
bers thinking, “Oh, my God, they're 
right — this is a wasteland.” 

Fortunately, that first impression 
did not stick.

“Alberta is full of tensions and 
contradictions.

As he dug into the subject, Takach 
found his notions of Alberta were 
challenged. 

“Every one of those questions I 
looked at was turned on its ear,” he 
says of the ingrained Alberta stereo- 


types. 


his creative writing professor and in- 
terview subject, surmises that Alber- 
tans are terrified of poverty. 

Alberta, Takach points out, is the 
only province that went broke during 
the pre-oil-boom Great Depression. 

Alberta's well being is based on 
blades of grass for ranchers, finding 
oil at the bottom of a well, or good 
weather for farming. They’re all high 
risk ventures, which contributes to 
Alberta's characteristic as people

“I came to love this province,” 
he says over coffee. “There isn't so 
much of a caste system here. People 
are more interested in your ideas 
than your pedigree.” 

In Alberta’s centennial year in 
2005, there was a flurry of writ- 
ing about the province which, to 
Takach’s mind, didn’t get to the 
“heart and soul and core” of Alberta. 
That led to his first effort at explain- 
ing Alberta, a documentary with the 
same name that aired in 2009. But 
he knew that the themes he wanted 
to explore could not be adequately 
covered in a 48-minute film, result- 
ing in the book, which was released 
late last year. 

It’s a big province, burdened with as 
many stereotypes as Texas, to which 
it is often compared. The stereotypes 
of Alberta are not exactly flattering. 
We're rednecks, arch-conservatives, 
a cultural backwater, rapists of the 
earth. 

“My hypothesis going into the 
book is that there is some truth to 
those archetypical, largely unflatter- 
ing stereotypes of Alberta, but they 
are just the tip of the grain elevator. 


For example, Alberta is seen as a 
“kind of a wide open, big sky, wel- 
coming place, very much rooted in 
the rural ethic. 

“But we're pretty much the most 
urbanized province in the country.” 

While Alberta is seen as a bastion 
of the right, historically we were 
quite radical. For example, Takach 
points out, the town of Blairmore 
elected a communist town council 
in the 1930s. William Aberhart, the 
first Social Credit premier of Al- 
berta, would have gone “further than 
Tommy Douglas” down the road to 
socialism, he says. 

“Albertans transcend political la- 
bels. Albertans are not so much con- 
servative as they are highly pragmat- 
ic. If you look at our political leaders, 
even (Social Credit premier) Ernest 
Manning spent like Santa but talked 
about saving like Scrooge.” 

That attitude remains to this day, 
Takach says. 

“We talk a good game about keep- 
ing it lean and mean, but we spend 
like crazy.” 

Takach believes our live-for-today, 
screw tomorrow attitude is part of 


who like to gamble, and who “live for 
the moment because tomorrow we 
could all be broke.” 

Although the book is frequently 
light in tone, Takach says he had a 
serious intent. He is “extremely dis- 
tressed” that Alberta “is going off the 
rails. 

“Tt is being plundered for momen- 
tary private profit at the expense of 
something greater. 

“I believe Alberta is at a critical 
crossroads now — socially, cultur- 
ally, politically and environmentally. 
It’s in a state of flux, and discussion 
about who we are and where we want 
to go with the enormous (oil) bo- 
nanza — and the enormous respon- 
sibility that goes with it — is crucial. 
We should have this discussion now, 
because the impact of the decisions 
our leaders make today will spill well 
beyond our borders and well beyond 
the present generation.” 

“Is where we are good enough?”

Readers Should Have The Right To Reply

IS YOUR FREESHEET? 





Even if they’ve never heard the term, 
folks who live in major Canadian cit- 
ies are all familiar with the concept 
of the “freesheet” — free newspapers 
handed out in the central part of town 
or aboard public transportation. 

Here in Edmonton, we've got 
Metro, with its cheerful green ban- 
ner, and 24 Hours, in a nice hope- 
ful shade of orange. Truth be told, 
there's not enough news between the 
two of them to keep a hungry reader 
with no iPad entertained through a 
full breakfast! But hey, the price is 
right! 

Canadians may grab these things 
because they’re too polite to say no 
to the poor guy paid a pittance to 
hand them out. However, that hardly 
explains the recent success of such 
publications, which, thin though 
they may be, print 44 million edi- 
tions daily throughout the world. 

Or, they may take them because 
they figure, “Why pay for something 
you can get for free?” And their prod- 
uct may not be all that different from 
the local daily anyway. Indeed, in the 
case of 24 Hours, many stories are 


virtually identical — no surprise, see- 
ing as the same overworked journos 
who put out the Edmonton Sun and 
will soon also be television reporters 
for the nascent Sun TV must knock 
off the little freesheet in their spare 
moments each day. 

So if this is what many Canadian 
newspaper readers think, the pub- 
lishers of many local paid dailies 


So, consider Metro Edmonton, part 
of a hugely successful Luxembourg- 
based, Swedish-owned international 
chain, which publishes no letters 
from readers. Metro doesn't state its 
reasons, but they’re not hard to fig- 
ure out. For one thing, handling let- 
ters is a labour intensive activity, so 
the policy saves money. For another, 
Metro's formula is presumably de- 


layoff. 

The first, happens when an em- 
ployee does something justifying dis- 
missal; the second when economic 
circumstances or business decisions 
result in the elimination of positions 
or work. Unions energetically defend 
even-the worst workplace offenders 
not merely because they believe in 
due process, but because in all Ca-

are at least partly to blame. As their 
papers have gotten thinner, more de- 
pendent on out-of-town news-service 
copy and shrinking local reporting 
staffs, readers are entitled to wonder,

Still, there are some things you 
get even with a lousy paid daily, and 
one of them is the right to reply to 
something you disagree with. As the 
Alberta Press Council says, “It is the 
duty of newspapers to allow a fair 
opportunity for reply when reason- 
ably called for. Individuals and orga- 
nizations should be given a fair and 
reasonable opportunity to reply to a 
personal attack or criticism.” Even 
the Sun’s letters policy, little potshots 
and all, is better than nothing. 


signed to offend no one, the better 
to sell advertisements — the way all 
Metro papers make their money. 

But what happens when Metro 
prints something that offends some- 
one — perhaps because. someone 
wasn't paying attention, more likely 
because discourse in our troubled de- 
mocracy has grown so debased that 
overworked editors don’t even rec- 
ognize the potential to offend when 
they see them? 

Recently a noxious little anti-union 
screed appeared in the pages of Met- 
ro Edmonton — and presumably oth- 
er Metros too — written by someone 
described as an employment lawyer 
who nevertheless didn’t appear to 
differentiate between a firing and a 


nadian jurisdictions they are almost 
always required to do so. 

The author's complaint seemed to 
be that unions are often good at their 
job of representing members, which 
must annoy the employers who pay 
for his services when he’s not writ- 
ing columns. As an example, he cites 
a case of a federal employee suppos- 
edly allowed to keep his job after be- 
ing accused of searching for porn on 
an office computer. 

Now, full disclosure here, I work 
for a union and I asked Metro for 
an opportunity to respond to this 
piece, which I believe was based on 
a fundamental misunderstanding of 
labour law, misinterpreted facts and 
provided readers with incomplete 


information on which to make a fair 
judgment. 

Alas, the response I received from 
Charlotte Empey, Metro's national 
editor-in-chief, was that if anyone 
was offended, all that was available 
to them was an e-form for brief com- 
ments on-line. The view of Metro — 
which like the Sun is not a member 
of the toothless though well-mean- 
ing Press Council — seems to be that 
since a column expresses the colum- 
nist’s opinion, whatever the colum- 
nist says is OK. 

Sorry, but that dog won't hunt. A 
point-by-point rebuttal of this piece 
belongs in the pages of Metro, to be 
handed out to that paper's readers 
wherever the offending matter was 
distributed. 

Doesn't sound like that's going to 
happen, but it’s something to think 
about the next time someone stuffs a 
free newspaper into your hands.

Large Wind Farms Could Effect Atlantic Storms 


STRAIGHT DOPE CECIL ADAMS 
WILL WIND POWER 
CHANGE THE WEATHER? 





On a recent drive along I-80 I was 
amazed at the number of wind tur- 
bines that have been added in the 
last couple of years. If enough wind 
turbines were constructed to supply a 
significant proportion of the Earth's 
electrical needs (let's say 50 per 
cent), would this noticeably alter the 
weather? — Marc S. Williams 

The unimaginative are now think- 
ing: what a ridiculous question. Tell 
that to the editors of the journal At- 
mospheric Chemistry and Physics, 
who published a paper on the subject 
last year — a paper, moreover, that 
was in the finest Straight Dope tra- 
dition of pushing the experimental 
envelope. The conclusions are a bit 
more technical than I'd care to pres- 
ent in a newspaper of general circu- 
lation, but, in layperson's language, 
here's the takeaway: holy $#!+. 

The paper, “Weather Response to 
a Large Wind Turbine Array,” has 
many fascinating aspects, which | 
discussed at some length with its au- 
thors, Daniel Barrie and Daniel Kirk- 
Davidoff. The highlights: 

© When these guys say “large,” 
they’re not kidding. They simulated 
the effects of a hypothetical wind 
farm covering 23 per cent of the land 
area of North America, some 5.7 
million square kilometers. It took in 
virtually all of the central U.S., ex- 
tending in a giant swath from New 
Mexico to Georgia on the south and

reaching all the way up through the 
Great Lakes to Hudson Bay in Cana- 
da. Turbine count: close to 9 million. 

+ The simulated turbines collec- 
tively generated almost 2.5 terawatts 
of imaginary electricity. To put that 
in perspective, total world electric 
power capacity right now is estimat- 
ed to be around 5 terawatts. In other 
words, the two Dans were calculat- 
ing the weather impact of extracting 
50 per cent of the world’s electricity 
from the wind, assuming we did it all 
in one place. (That's coincidental, by 
the way — their actual goal was to see 
what might happen if you used the 
wind to generate the U.S.’s total en- 
ergy needs, not just electricity.) 

e Using a computational climate 
model, the two calculated that with 
the turbines operating normally, 
wind speeds within the array would 
drop and winds nearby might shift 
direction — nothing too dramatic. 
But if you suddenly stopped all the 
turbines at once, well now: you 
might be able to change the course 
of storms in the North Atlantic. In 
short, under the right circumstances, 
you could use wind turbines to mess 
with the weather. 

That's interesting all by itself; oth- 
er studies have also found significant 
local and global weather effects. But 
potential climate change is only part 
of the impact of large-scale wind 
power. Consider: 

e Barrie and Kirk-Davidoff agreed 
their hypothetical wind farm is far 
larger than anything likely to be 
built. That's true in the sense that no

My first resurgence back into the 
work force from maternity leave was 
as a guest speaker at a self-improve- 
ment seminar facilitated by a col- 
league. I was incredibly nervous. As 
I sat in the car outside the building 
where the seminar was being held, 
stalling, it occurred to me to apply 
Emotional Freedom Technique, and 
it worked. With the exception of a 
little tripping over my words, I ar- 
ticulated myself with grace. 
Emotional Freedom Technique 
(EFT) is a branch of energy psychol- 
ogy. Energy psychology is a field that 
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considers the relationship of energy 
systems to mental and emotional 
health, as well as behaviour. Founded 
by Gary Craig, an American engineer- 
ing graduate and ordained minister, 
now retired, EFT’s guiding principle 
is that negative emotions disrupt the 
body's energy. EFT manipulates the 
body’s energy field, with the goal of 
creating harmony and balance. 

In traditional Chinese medicine it 
is conceptualized that there are en- 
ergy paths called meridians within 
our bodies. Chinese medicine phi- 
losophy states that disease is created 
when these energy pathways become 
blocked or stagnant. Those applying 
EFT seek to unblock these energetic 
pathways on a mostly emotional 
level. A sort of “emotional acupunc- 
ture”, EFT combines tapping on 
particular points, as recognized in 
traditional acupuncture, focusing on 
an emotionally debilitating issue and 
repeating affirming statements that 
promote acceptance of oneself de- 
spite challenges and shortcomings. 
The idea is that emotional charge 


one is proposing one giant turbine 
array. (For one thing, the decreased 
wind inside the array would make 
the whole thing less efficient.) But 
the fantasy farm gives you an idea 
of the resources required to generate 
a substantial amount of electricity 
using the wind. It’s estimated that 
meeting world energy demand (not 
just electricity) is going to take some- 
thing like 44 terawatts of capacity in 
2100. There's talk of generating 10 
per cent of that with wind power — 
4.4 terawatts. 

e That's a lot of windmills. In an- 
other widely noted paper published 
in 2010, Chien Wang and Ron Prinn 
of MIT write, “Presuming these tur- 
bines are effectively generating at 
full capacity only 1/3 of the time, 
about 13 million of them are needed 
to meet an energy output of [4.4 
terawatts], and they would occupy a 
continental-scale area.” If they were 
spaced 800 meters apart, 13 million 
turbines would occupy more than 8 
million square kilometers — roughly 
five per cent of the world’s total land 
area, equal to more than a third of 
North America. (I ignore offshore 
installations.) Cost: $45 trillion. 

e Only a fraction of those tur- 
bines would be installed in the U.S.; 
nonetheless, we're looking at a good- 
sized project. The Department of En- 
ergy estimates that meeting 20 per 
cent of the country’s electricity de- 
mand with wind power in 2030 will 
require 300 gigawatts of generating 
capacity. That translates to 150,000 
turbines in 46 states. 





The biggest U.S. wind farm at the 
moment, the Horse Hollow Wind 
Energy Center in Texas, has 421 
turbines. The Cape Wind Project in 
Nantucket Sound off Massachusetts, 
which received federal approval in 
2010, calls for 130 turbines. Cape 
Wind provoked years of controversy. 
Now scale that up to 150,000. 

Look, I like wind power. Generat- 
ing an equivalent amount of elec- 
tricity with fossil fuels would cause 
much worse environmental damage. 
But large-scale wind power will, at 
minimum, transform the landscape 





to an extent not seen arguably since 


the clearing of the virgin forest. 

Sure, that worked out OK, and if 
in the end it just means the country- 
side is dotted with windmills, I guess 
we'll get used to it. But as Barrie and 
Kirk-Davidoff's little exercise dem- 
onstrates, any time you make an in- 
vestment that massive, you have to 
wonder: what else might change?

practitioners. Dr. Mercola describes 
the involvement of our emotional 
wellness within the big picture of 
health as being “absolutely essential 
to physical health and healing”. Fur- 
ther, he states, “no matter how de- 
voted you are to the proper diet and 
lifestyle, you will not achieve your 
body’s ideal healing and preventative 
powers if emotional barriers stand in 
your way.”

While €FT is considered pseudosci- 
entific by many conventional minds, 
I question the purpose of expending 
energy on being sceptical and trying 
to disprove the efficacy of any health 
practice. My philosophy is quite sim- 
ply to try that which appeals to you 
and if it doesn’t work, discard it. 

Finally, some may be wary of and 
even feel ridiculous at the notion 
of tapping on specific parts of the 
body while repeating positive af- 
firmations, especially in public. For 
comfort, first start trying EFT in the 


privacy of your own home. For those 
that are dedicated to improving their 
health holistically, surely you will 
find that the benefits of EFT will far 
outweigh the possibility of it being 
embarrassing. 
Hyper-emotionality in relation 
to the challenges of life can be per- 
sonally incapacitating, reducing our 
coping skills and perception of re- 
sources. EFT, when used properly, 
immediately reduces the emotional 
charge associated with traumas, 
fears and life’s challenges. This frees 
up the wellspring of our minds and 
bodies to see things in a different 
light, facilitating healing and a more 
positive approach to life in general.

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Hunting For Hidden Vegetarian Gems In E-Town 





VEGANS AND VEGETARIANS 
FERRET OUT GREAT EATS ON 
LOCAL OMNIVORE MENUS

Last week, in tune with the is- 
sue's theme of cruelty-free eating, I 
mouthed off about the travails of be- 
ing a vegetarian in Edmonton, even 
though I myself am not a vegetar- 
ian. This week, I’m going straight to 
the mouths of some prominent local 
vegetarians — which is less dirty than 
it sounds — to reflect on the chal- 
lenges faced by herbivores in this 
cold, mainly carnivorous climate, 
and to drum up a few suggestions 
about where the vegetable-inclined 
can look for good grub in a dining- 
out setting. 

Local actor/video game star April 
Banigan articulates the frustration 
you hear from a lot of vegetarians 
about eating with one’s conscience 
in Edmonton. She bemoans the lack 
of choice and imagination repre- 
sented by the average restaurant's 


meatless selection. 

“When we had restaurants like 
Roots, what was great was that there 
was so much to choose from and 
everything was vegetarian and or- 
ganic, which was all the better. We 
didn’t have to choose between pasta 
primavera and cheese quesadillas,” 
Banigan muses. 

“And there's lack of creativity. Be- 
cause when you go to a restaurant 
like the. Naam in Vancouver or the 
Coup in Calgary, you get to taste 
stuff you would never make at home 
and you get to taste ingredients you 
might never have tasted. We don’t 
have anything like that in Edmon- 
ton.” 

What's more, non-vegetarian res- 
taurants aren't always conscientious 
about respecting vegetarian’s eating 
habits. 

“I love soup but I can never order 
soup and that breaks my heart,” she 
says. “Everyone makes it with chick- 
en stock. And waiters never know. 
You tell them to go check and 98 per 
cent of the time, it’s got chicken stock 
in it. I’ve gone to restaurants where 
every fuckin’ salad has meat in it. 
C’mon people, be creative here.” 

Banigan — who says Edmonton 
lost its best veggie restaurant when 
Oriental Veggie House closed its 
doors last year — touts Indian cui- 


sine, with its long vegetarian tradi- 
tion, as a good option for meat-free 
entrees that give some thought to 
balancing protein, carbs and flavour, 
and specifically endorses Khazana’s 
saag paneer (simmered greens and 
homemade cheese) and aloo gobi 
(smothered potatoes and cauliflow- 
er) as personal favourites. 

Musician Amy van Keeken,, re- 
nowned for her work with the Sec- 
retaries, the Awesome-Hots and her 
eponymous sing-along revue, echoes 
Banigan’s sentiment that having tofu 
on the menu is not the same thing as 
knowing how to cook with tofu. 

That said, she’s hunted down good 
tofu options in decidedly non-veg- 
etarian settings — Vietnamese and 
Central American restaurants be- 
ing traditionally meat-centric—and 
seems poised to review me out of a 
job 

“I love the ginger tofu and coco- 
nut rice at Golden Bird. So yammy! 
Sweet and crispy on the outside and 
warm and delicious on the inside. 
Their coconut rice is probably the 
best that I’ve tried in the city,” she 
enthuses, via the Internets. “I also or- 
der their veggie spring rolls. They’re 
gigantor and truly scrumptious. I top 
it all off with a Vietnamese coffee 
and 1am a truly happy vegetariati! 

“Oh! And the enchiladas at €1 


Rancho! You can ask for them with 
tofu and they're delicious. Some- 
times non-veggie restaurants don't 
know how to cook tofu and make it 
taste good; not so with €] Rancho.” 

Au- 
drey Bray, whose family ran veggie 
landmark Cafe Mosaics for more 


Restaurateur-turned-realtor 


than a decade, seconds the yummi- 
ness of €l Rancho, a Salvadorean/ 
Mexican eatery just north of 118th 
Avenue on 87th Street that offers the 
rare service of substituting tofu for 
meat in many of its dishes. 

She also gives the requisite props 
to the vegan delights of standard- 
bearer Padmanadi, specifically cit- 
ing their Nanaimo bars as a source 
of delight. 

“Holy shit, I ate three — and died 
happy!” she says. 

Vegan desserts are indeed hard to 
come by; veggie burgers, on the oth- 
er hand, are far more commonplace. 
Joints like the High Level Diner 
(which tops its signature grains-and- 
pulses patty with appetizing home- 
made ketchup, beet relish and corn 
relish) and the Blue Plate Diner 
(with its beet-infused burger) and 
the Next Act have something of a 
local rep for their versions, but sing- 
er-songwriter-guitarist Chris Smith, 
known for his affiliation with Le Fuzz 
and Andrea House among countless 


others, was taken aback by a notori- 
ously MOR chain's interpretation. 

“Montana’s has a crazy good feta 
veggie burger that has caused me 
twice to check with the kitchen that 
there was in fact no meat in it,” he 
notes. 

(I'm not sure how rigorous their 
standards are for preventing meat 
contamination, but I’m a shameless 
fan of Harvey’s veggie burger my- 
self.) 

Other not-so-obvious restaurants 
name-checked by vegetarians in the 
know include Matahari (which of- 
fers meatless versions of most of its 
pan-Asian menu), the Upper Crust 
for its creative salads, Bul Go Gi 
House (though the ubiquity of eggs 
might rule it out for vegans), the New 
York Bagel Cafe and various Indian 
and €thiopian restaurants (Habe- 
sha, for example, has a Wednesday 
night vegetarian buffet). 

Thanks to the celebrity contribu- 
tors who made this week’s column 
possible. Obviously this is a less 
than exhaustive list of vegetarian 
options concealed in the menus of 
Edmonton's omnivorous restaurant 
universe.

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would remain with them. Yes, I was the Patricia Hearst 
of music lovers. Usually this ritual would take a few 
years per artist. That is, until 1 was held at note-point 
by Frank Zappa. 

Diving into Zappa's massive pool of music I am still 
drowning, willingly, years later. Initially being exposed to 
the crude and comical “Dynamo Hum’, J had dismissed 
Zappa as a novelty. That bias stood until I heard “San 
‘Berdino”, complex, clever and staggering execution by 
virtuoso musicians. The ransom note was received and I 
am still waiting for a response. 

On March 15, the Edmonton Symphony Orchestra is 
tackling the music of Frank Zappa in an evening named 
after one of his more “commercial” successes, “Don't 
Eat The Yellow Snow”. The nights’ performance will be a 
melding of orchestra and rock band, held together by the 
exceptional steering of conductor Bill Eddins. “I've played 

under a lot of great conductors all over the world,” says 

€d Mann, Zappa's percussionist from 1977 to 1988, “and 
stylistically they're great but where's the (downbeat)? The 
thing about Bill, his beat is so clear you always know where 
the ‘one’ is. I saw a show of the €SO’s last season and I was 
just blown away with how in tune this orchestra can play”. 
The other Zappa veteran joining the band will be the vocal 
and guitar powerhouse Ike Willis. Attempting to contain my 
glee, I'll be there singing the hardest parts I’ve ever had to 
sing, alongside the beautiful vocalist, and wife of Ed Mann, 
Sarah Pocklington of Asani. 

This ambitious ESO night came to be all due to the orches- 
trator, trombonist, (and Zappaphile), John MacPherson who 
transcribed the entire evening's program by ear. 

“What makes (this show) different 
orchestras was the others were completely devoid of a Zappa 

culture,” explains Ed Mann — Zappa drummer from 1973 un- 
til the end of Zappa's career. “It was like, here are the pieces, 
the players are doing their best to play the notes. But for me, 


than other 


being on tour, in the studio with Frank, with the secret words, the 
special phrases, the cues, the fun, the vamps, the improvs, the osti- 
natos; all these things that really make a Zappa show (were missing 
from other orchestra's covering Zappa's music). The hard pieces, the 
beautiful pieces of music are bookends to this group creativity that 
Frank was so good at engaging.” Ed adds “I talked to John (MacPher- 
son) and Bill (Eddins) about that and they're really into this idea of 
not letting it just be a concert but letting it be more culturally specific. 
For me that’s a much more interesting and authentic presentation of 
Zappa than just the serious pieces.” 

According to the Zappa alumni I spoke with, Frank was amazing at 

writing parts specifically for his musicians. 

“The music would change depending on who was-in the band,” 
says Mann, “and he would realize musicians’ strengths and their 
weaknesses and he would write for both.” 

Speaking from his home in LA, vocalist/guitarist Ike Willis re- 
members “Frank wanted to make sure the vocalist could handle the 
vocals as well as his methods, but he got two for one with me. This 
(Sheik Yerbouti tour) was a miniature orchestra so he would assign 
me all of my parts in the arrangement and I would (play, sing and), 
hold down the rhythm section.” 

“Frank wasn’t unreasonable.” Mann adds, “as long as he knew you 
worked hard and absolutely practiced the parts ... as long as he saw 
progress, he was fine. He was always very giving and forgiving.” 

Frank Zappa was a workaholic-perfectionist whose contributions 
in such diverse areas as: studio recording and editing techniques, 
artistic ownership, film making/animation and politics made an im- 
pact far beyond those of a typical American rock star. 

Itis necessary to digress into Frank’s work fighting censorship, cul- 
minating in his address to the Senate Hearing Committee on Cen- 
sorship. It all started in 1984 when Tipper Gore, wife of Al, heard 
Princes’ song “Darling Nikki” in which there is a reference to a girl 
masturbating. Tipper banded together a bunch of prominent Wash- 
ington wives to form the PMRC (Parents’ Music Resource Center). 
This McCarthy-esque group formed a list known as the “Filthy Fif 
teen” which included songs they felt should be censored out of exis- 
tence. One of the more outrageous picks was Springsteen's “I'm on 
Fire.” 

No musician on this targeted list spoke out in defense of their ow" 
material. Zappa (who remarkably was never targeted) wrote letters 
and gave numerous interviews fighting the PMRC’s censorship pro”

posal, calling the PMRC “extortion- 
ists”. One hilarious part of the depo- 
sition came when Tipper tried to get 
Frank to agree that songs on suicide 
increased teen suicide rates. Frank 
deadpanned “Well, I wrote a song 
about dental floss but did anybody's 


Far from composing a “nor- 
mal” song, Zappa would not only 
blend styles, unusual instruments 
and time signatures, but if there 
was a moment to insert humour — 
correction; there was always a mo- 


ment to insert humour. That humour 


brand of humour, which, by all ac- 
counts, was his most important 
muse. All the musicians in the show 
on March 15th are very enthusiastic

Majority of his work being orchestral 
in nature, there is over seventy al- 


_ bums in the Zappa catalogue. Those 


albums that are not orchestral have 


either orchestral elements or combi- 


nations of styles that had never be- 
fore occurred. 
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came in the form of sound effect, 
unexpected melodic references or 
lyrics. Some of my favourites: “Her 
head was kinda flat, but her hair cov- 
ered that” (“Fine Girl”), “I don’t want 
your cheap aroma or your Little Bo 
Peep diploma, I'll just put you in a 
coma with some dirty love” (“Dirty 
Love”), or “She carried on without 
a comma that she was: someone | 
should know” (“Camarillo Brillo”).

The Streets 

Computers and Blues 

Though formulaic in the sense of: 

10 TALK RAP, 20 WISTFUL CHORUS, 30 GO 
TO 10 the new Streets album is thematically 
fresh and emotionally graphic. Collars-up 
Mike Skinner plays an interesting game. 
Because he rhymes about coke and 
k and weed and smokes, we 
don't expect him to “music” 
about much more than 
feeling trapped in his apart- 
ment (which he does). But 
amid all the Cheech/Chong 
paranoia, we get coy observa- 
tions such as “the oldest cell in my 
body's only 10 years old,” which he then 
reasons is why he might be such a child, as in 
molecular-literally. 

There is a sense of almost-hits all over this 
twitchy download, but this is nothing new; 
it's Skinner's prowling awkwardness that 
pulled us up to the late-nite drive-thru in the 
first place. His missteps are Charlie Brown's. 
He tries on various costumes, “Going 
Through Hell" having an electronic metal, 
Run-DMC swagger, f’rinstance. Will we have 
electronic implants in the brain to simulate 
rave feelings as Skinner predicts later on the 
album? Digital drugs, in other words? He's 
probably right; there's certainly been enough 
science fiction about it, and keep in mind: 
the U.S. Army has begun making flying 
Hummers. 

My favourite song on this jagged work also 
has to do with tech. A tender song called 
“Blip on the Screen,” Skinner talks about 
seeing his son in fetal form on screen. “! 

think about you, what you'll grow to be. 
You'll dance on every song footfall, every 
little move, before you realize that every 
noise is not music.” Interesting on an album 
built of samples, but Skinner realizes he’s 
part-dad now, what it means to be an adult. 
Is the contrast intentional? Regardless, | 

love it when he gets deeper, weary. “I love 







you; you're only 100 pixels on a scan,” he 
sighs atthe end, already old. 
Skinner joins M.I.A. and Robyn in this wave 
of lookaround futurenow music, where 
McLuhan's medium as the message is read- 
ing truer than usze, method as important 
as content.

With a much due nod to the front-porch lounging and 
rootsy production talents of The Avett Brothers, Fixin’ To Die slips away from some of the weaker, poppy- 
bland moments of previous G. Love solo-efforts like Lemonade and The Hustle. With a looming darkness reminiscent of Johnny Cash's 
gloomiest flashes in his words and a moody southern blues pick and stomp in the sound, Fixin’ To Die turns a corner while staying loyal 
to G. Love's familiar voice stamped with deep-fried funk.

“That session took place in the 
Spring, and I remember the drive 
own really well,” drummer and 










guitarist Dean “The Ram” Watson 
(sharing a nickname with Mickey 
Rourke’s character from The Wres- 
tler). Finally, Owen Strasky has tak- 
en Foster's slot on bass and vocals. 
We have lift off. 

“I actually remember the very first 
jam,” Thiessen recalls. “I had a gui- 
tar, and they were trying to.show me 
how the songs were based around 
different chords. I just said, “Yeah, I 
don’t know how to do any of that’. 
For a little while 1 switched between 
instruments before finally settling on 
the pure sonic assault. It alters the 
dynamic quite a lot, but the sound is 
still super bass-heavy, which I like.” 

“When Dean joined in, our worlds 
really changed,” he continues. “The 


big deal. What it is and what it will be 
is still what it was nine months ago 
when we recorded it. Our attitudes 
haven't changed, and when it comes 
out it comes out. Hopefully people 
dig it.” 

Already psychedelic enough, Krang 
on a different wavelength must be 
interesting. 

“Lreally just want to get my hands 
on one of the records pressed at the 
wrong speed,” Thiessen pipes in. “I 
bet it sounds crazy.” 

“Think Alvin and the 
Chipmunks on acid!” Majeski con- 
cludes. 

Take note, eBay fiends: the Krang 
‘wrong speed’ seven-inch is sure to 
be a collector's item in 10 years.

pointing perogies,” Jim “Shotgun 
Jimmie” Kilpatrick says. “They were 
supposed to be so good that I would 
want to marry the chef. I haven't 
seen what he or she looks like, but 
I'm already thinking no.” 

The wonderful thing about some 


musicians is that they understand 
that the stage is multifarious. Sure, 
they are expected to play music and 
sling merch, but when you get a well- 
rounded artist who knows that the 
stage is still a stage and that person- 
ality goes a long way, you get some- 
thing that is a bit more special. Such 
is the case with indie rocker Shotgun 
Jimmie. 

“I like to keep my between song 
banter as uniform and cliché as pos- 
sible,” Jimmie jokes. “It's almost like 
I've gone comedy troupe on this tour. 
When touring you see a lot of ven- 
ues and the like. When I am in bars 
it’s like the animal instincts take over 
and it’s all introspective music about 
how I'm feeling. And with the lounge 
styled places it was always a bit more 
loose. But expect comedy and trag- 
edy this time around either way.”

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If Jimmie sounds like he's seen 
Canada’s living room, it's because 
he has. After touring for four years 
with the ‘Shotgun Project’ he’s been 
all over the dominion. This current 
tour, with folk-pop songstress Chris- 
tine Fellows, has seemed to hone his 
sense of wit. While referring to dif- 
ferent audiences, he made me laugh 
cold coffee out my nose by saying that 
Fellows ‘attracts the dirtier squeegee 
punk crowd’.

The music sounds nicely weird, both 
familiar and strange. On top, you 
hear a sax line supported by key- 
boards — the “old-fashioned” but 
always fresh analogue synths or pi- 
ano — and the usual rhythm section 
of bass plus drums. The tunes are 
coolly laid out. They are played real- 
ly well, with swing and great groove. 
Jazz? Underneath, something is 
happening that your ear cannot de- 
fine at first. What's that noise? 

Welcome to the world of The 
Worst Pop Band Ever. Going by the 
acronym WPBE, the Toronto group 
has incorporated an extra element 
into its live performance and record- 
ing routines — turntables. It is the 
latter's somewhat scratchy whisper, 
expertly added into the mix, that 
makes the WPBE sound so unique 
and attractive. 

“We like improvising,” explains the 
band’s drummer, the master of mul- 
titasking, Tim Shia, who is talking to 
me over the phone while preparing 
lunch for his daughters. “Improvi- 
sation is very limited in pop tunes, 
especially these days when it's all 
samples, but we wanted to do what 
I call jazz with (progressive) pop in- 
tentions. Adding turntables seemed

an interesting option, so in our mu- 
sic you've got jazz on the outside and 
some pop references on the inside.” 

And why The Worst Pop Band 
Ever? 

“Because Def Leppard was already 
taken,” Shia laughs, “so we had to 
come up with something different. 
Of course, the name's tongue-in- 
cheek. All of us have played with 
rock, pop and crossover artists like 
Feist, Rich Underhill, Blue Rodeo, 
Brandi Disterheft, The Sultans of 
String, also The Shuffle Demons.” 
Shia continues, “We definitely have 
some pop leanings, but jazz is our 
main thing, and that's why we’re The 
Worst Pop Band Ever! I’m the guilty 
party here because it was my idea 
for the name, and when something 
doesn’t work, the blame falls on me, 
you know,” Shia’s self-accusatory 
tone is now clearly tinged with warm 
irony. 

The WPBE line-up includes some 
of the best people active on the vi- 
brant Toronto jazz and studio scene: 
Juno Award winner Chris Gale on 
sax, Juno nominee Adrean Farrugia 


on.keys, Drew Birston on bass, Tim 
Shia himself on drums, and LEO37 
on turntables. Who is the mysteri- 
ous LEO? 

“I come from a ‘multimedia’ fam- 
ily, you might say,” Shia replies, “and 
LEO37 is a sort of nom de plume one 
of my brothers uses on stage. I have 
another brother, a videographer. We 
performed with him, too. We like 
doing such projects, but they're not 
easy to take on the road.” 

The title of the band’s recent al- 
bum bears a captivating title, Dost 
Thou Believeth in Science. Where 
did it come from? 

“That was our gentle poke at the 
frightening phenomenon, the on- 
slaught — often successful — of the 
creationist movement in the United 
States,” Shia says. “It's all pretty 
scary and, through our music, we 
wanted to level a good-natured po- 
lemic with those precarious ideas. 
However, what counts in the end 1s 
the music — we all hope that our Ed- 
monton audience will have a blast: 
We can be quite loud and lively on 


stage!”

With The Hangover 2 sure to block- 
bust this summer, Ed Helms’ Hol- 
lywood stock is high. And for those 
who have seen the original, Las Ve- 
gas stag-gone-wrong (right?) — and 
who hasn’t? — you wouldn’t much 
expect to see Helms in a breakout, 
starring role. Sure, the longhaired, 
handsome Adonis, Bradley Cooper 
can pull off being the focal point; 
Zach Galifianakis with his strange, 
oddly timed delivery and king-of- 
nerds comedy style can be The Man, 
but Helms? Yes, he’s great as the 
straight-man; his roleas the well- 
dressed Andy Bernard on NBC's The 
Office may have you feeling sorry for 
him; Dr. Stuart Price in The Hang- 


over is the logical, anti-stripper, good 
guy that every bachelor party seems 
to have. Yet, here is Helms starring 
inafilm. Asalead. And he basically 
succeeds. 

Tim Lippe, whose name’s even fun- 
ny, is the quintessential every man — 
if every man was pleasantly mundane 
and extremely naive in the cutest 
way possible. He is a top-shelf, small 
town, people-person of an insurance 
salesman and has really settled well 
into his lease in life. He quietly lives 
in the even-quieter town of Brown 
Valley, Wisc., absolutely adores his 
job at Brown Stone insurance and 
also adores his fair lady of his own 
presumable-pre-engagement — his 
former junior high teacher, played by 
Sigourney Weaver. And while it’s not 
a philosophical movie by any stretch, 
Helms invokes a little existential- 
ism into Mr. Tim Lippe’s character 
through a sense of life-longing and a 
obsession with stability. 

After the damndest auto-asphyx- 
iation accident, Lippe becomes the 
official representative for the three- 
years running, 2-Diamond Award 


winning, Brown Stone Insurance at 
the annual ASMI gathering in Cedar 
Rapids,lowa — a Midwest insurance 
gathering highlighted by fun scaven- 
ger hunts, slowly-sipped cream sher- 
ries, and seemingly tame debauch- 
ery. Cue John C. Reilly. 

Reilly's character, Dean Ziegler 
(Deansi) enters Cedar Rapids — and 
unexpectedly enters Lippe’s and 
new “Afro-American” friend, Ron- 
ald Wilkes’ Junior Suite — as some 
sort of high and mighty insurance 
rogue. And as Deansi has been to 
the ASMI dance 20-years running, 
he knows how this rodeo generally 
unfolds. Same old. So, rather than 
partake in the politics and pandering 
that the ASMI’s sadly offer, Ziegler 
would rather head to The Horizon 
for two-for-one happy hour. And 
who wouldn’t? Well, Ronald Wilkes 
wouldn't, for one. Ronald Wilkes’, 
played by Isiah Whitlock Jr., out- 
straightmans Helms’ straightest- 
man with his deadpan inflection, 
workaholic ways and great serious- 
ness. Helms too would prefer to not 
partake in these shenanigans, and

focus on winning Brown Stone a 
fourth 2-Diamond Award, an award 
which evidently gives not one, but 
two diamonds to an excelling insur- 
ance company. 

And so, the thrust of the movie 
is the 2-Diamond award and Helms 
in the face of some sober reality — 
regarding his love life, his job, his 
not-so-trustworthy business and 
himself. The parallel of Lippe’s per- 
sonal struggle — against the insur- 
ance game, the strings behind the 
curtains, the collapse of his pre-en- 
gagment, but mostly his growth as a 
man-mundane, into an independent 
insurance salesman of personality 


and curiosity — is the movie's means. 
Like Andy Scott in The 40-Year- 
Old Virgin, you are inclined to laugh 
along with Tim Lippe and his inno- 
cence, rather than laugh at him, his 
acceptance of initially off-course 
surroundings, and major growth as a 
social character — he smokes crack, 
for crying out loud. 

Helms, with some help from won- 
derful delivery and the preposterous 
chaos his friends Deansi, Ronald, and 
Joan Ostrowski-Fox (AnneHeche), 
proves that he can be the main-ve- 
hicle for a funny, amusing, and po- 
lite film that provides a very needed 
break from Oscar seriousness.

Beginning with the playing of a cas- 
sette tape, on which a woman's voice 
defines several words wrongly: sea 
as a leather armchair with wooden 
arms, motorway as a very strong 
wind, excursion as a very resistant 
material used to construct floors and 
carbine as a very beautiful white bird, 
Dogtooth immediately establishes it- 
self as one of those films that eases 
the viewer gradually into its world, 
bit by bit. You know from the outset 


it's going to be a very strange world 


indeed. 

It's a film with a slow rhythm but 
for those with the patience it’s both a 
rewarding and disturbing experience. 
We see three young people: two girls 
and a boy and their parents engaged 
in odd games and practices. We only 
gradually realize that the parents 
have kept their three children con- 
fined behind the walls and fences 
of their country estate, entirely iso- 
lated from the outside world, their 
sole education provided by either the 
parents or each other from manuals. 
The only one allowed outside is the 
father in his car. A benevolent dicta- 
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tor, he bravely ventures out into the 
world he's defined as extremely dan- 
gerous for them each day to his job in 
an industrial-looking factory, where 
he has an undefined managerial po- 
sition. The only person from the 
outside he allows into the family’s 
domain is a female security guard 
from the factory who he bribes and 
blindfolds for occasional forays to 
relieve his son's sexual urges. 
Dogtooth plays‘on common paren- 
tal fears of what the big bad world 
may do to their offspring and how 
they can educate them to survive its 
many dangers. As a dog trainer tells 
the father in one scene, “Dogs are 
like clay and our job here is to mould 
them ... every dog is waiting for us 
to show it how it should behave ... so 
the issue here is to decide together 
how we want your dog to behave.” 
You can see the father has taken 
this same advice and applied it to 
the children. But life isn’t that easy. 
At the dog trainer's facility, his dog 
won't come when he calls it, despite 
the training. At home, because the 
“kids” are nearing adulthood, their 
curiosity, boredom, wants, desires, 
urges, the competitiveness their fa- 
ther has fostered in them, and some 
misunderstood influences from out- 
side which leak into their world de- 
spite their parent's diligence, bang 
head-on with the established rules. 
This results in some frighteningly 
adult behaviour from the seeming 
innocents and perversions emerge as 


the kid’s try to get around the rules, 





including using sex as currency and 
the acting out of the strange beliefs 


their parents have encouraged. 
One of the reasons Dogtooth is so 
disturbing is that most viewers can 
easily recall some odd belief they 
held as a child. But what if your par- 
ents had encouraged that belief (and 
many others besides) as a reality? 
It's also disturbing when one thinks 
of the extremes some forms of re- 
ligion, home-schooling, or political

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DOGTOOTH (cont’d from p. 19) 
belief install in children. In the real 
world, other ideas or customs in- 
trude and balance out or help can- 
cel these extremes as children come 
into contact with other races, belief 
systems and so on.

As a 
wise man (I think it was me) once 
said, “If you try to put a prophylactic 
on your kid’s brain, all you'll get is a 
dick-head.” 





This film is a deeply disconcert- 
ing experience but also very funny 
in places.

What a headlong plunge into a mad, 
vibrant whirlpool this cartoon collec- 
tion is. 

Denys Wortman’s New York: Por- 
trait of the City in the 1930s and 
1940s celebrates the titular artist, 
who was not only a contributor to 

The Saturday Evening Post, Life 
Magazine, and The New Yorker, but 
also produced over 9,000 drawings 
for the New York World newspaper 
over 30 years, from the 1920s to the 
1950s. 


of the City. 

There seems no social class, mi- 
lieu or activity left untouched by 
Wortman: his subjects include men, 
women and children of all ages and 
backgrounds, the High and the Low, 
at both work and play. (One glaring 
omission are African-Americans, 
who appear only rarely as The 
Help.) 

And we see them everywhere imag- 
inable — in apartments, penthouses, 
bars, restaurants, rooftops, offices, 
the subway, workshops, clinics, hos- 
pitals, the theatre (both backstage 
and otherwise), diners, soup kitch- 
ens, the docks, construction sites, 
beaches, classrooms, train stations, 
movie palaces and the circus. The 
breadth of setting evokes the familiar 
saying about a million stories. 

Appropriately then, Wortman’s 
incredible draftsmanship breathe 
monumentality into his tableaus. 
Some of this most dramatic compo-

As art historian Robert W. Snyder 
points out in an introduction, Wort- 
man spanned eras. He captured, in 
visual form, New York from the De- 
pression through World War II to the 
post-war boom. Like the Impression- 
ists, he was a chronicler of his time 
and place; his collected work is a re- 
‘markable time capsule. 

If Wortman was never recognized 
by art historians, as editor James 
Sturm declares in an afterword, 
then this volume demands attention 
simply on that level. Yet in no way 
is Wortman’s work drily archival — it 
pulsates with vitality. Its overarching 

“subject is nothing less than the Life 


sitions involve high and low angles 
of women on fire escapes — or one 
awesome image of window wash- 
ers descending in frontiof a massive 
clock tower face. 

In Wortman’s city, the epic is ev- 
eryday. Sometimes it’s as simple as 
incorporating architectural details 
like Neo-Classical arches and soar- 
ing skyscrapers into the frame. The 
book's larger-format presentation is 
thus fitting; as Sturm notes, Wort- 
man’s art is best appreciated before 
reduction. 

Yet Wortman’s own reductive pow- 
ers lend his compositions focused 
power. Like Joe Sacco (Footnotes in 


Gaza), 
realistic, observable details with the 


Wortman adroitly balances 


economy demanded of cartoon art 
on the page; never do his scenes 
seem busy or overcrowded. There's a 
beautiful symmetry to how he orders 
the elements of every frame. 

As Sturm points out, Wortman’s 
cartoons don’t’ function like typical, 
one-panel, captioned gag cartoons: 
rather, the art functions as complete-

the panels are hence more akin to 
New Yorker caption contest winners 

(Of course, the contrast is some- 
times precisely from where the hu- 
mour derives, as when a woman tells 
a gin-blossomed panhandler: “What! 
Don’t you know coffee is bad for 
you?”) 

One should also consider Wort- 
man’s approach to faces: they’re the 
one thing not presented realistically, 
but rather as caricature, They're the 
most direct visual link to the comical 
captions, slyly undercutting the bold 
visuals to remind us of humanity's 
inherent clownishness. 

Denys Wortman’s New York not 
only makes the case for Wortman as 
an important twentieth-century art- 
ist, as Sturm argues — but also for 
the tremendous, central importance 
of comics to our shared visual his- 
tory over the past hundred years. 

One need not be either an art or 
cartooning aficionado, however, to 
powerfully engage with this volume. 
Like good fiction, it pulls us through 
a breathless tour of a fully realized, 
fully real world. This is a New York 
of flesh and blood as much as con- 
crete and steel. And its chest rises 
and falls with the breath of life.

In 1917 two ships, one carrying am- 
munitions and the other a relief ves- 
sel, collided in the Halifax Harbour 
and exploded, scattering debris and 
killing thousands. This tragic his- 
torical event provides the setting for 
Shatter, a play by Trina Davies being 
produced by The Maggie Tree as part 
of the Indie 5 season. 

“At the beginning (of the play) we 
get a chance to see people living their 
lives, dealing with the war, but living 
in a boom town,” Vanessa Sabourin, 
co-founder of The Maggie Tree and 
co-director of Shatter with Kristi 
Hansen, explains. “We start on Dec. 
5, and the next day the two ships col- 
lide. We focus 
in on the four people we met at the 
beginning of the show as they try to 
reconnect after the catastrophe.” 

The play explores the fear that 
presents itself after the disaster, es-

pecially the townspeople’s fear of the 
outsider. One of the characters is 
a German-Canadian woman with 
friends in the community. 
“Suddenly, 


because she's

German, the temperament of the wa- 
ter changes and she becomes a target 
for hostility,” Sabourin says. “(The 
play is) about the cycles of fear and 
the damage that it can do that is be- 
yond just the physical damage of the 
explosion.” 

Shatter is an ambitious project for 
this independent theatre company 
that was formed in 2007 and has 
been growing steadily since. 

“The explosion happens during the 
show, and you go from normal.world 
to catastrophic,” Sabourin explains. 
That drastic shift creates a challenge 
not only for the performers, but also 





for the designers who need to create 
a world on stage, and then destroy it. 
Fortunately Shatter is in good hands 
with designers Marissa Kochan- 
ski (Set and Costume), Tessa Stamp 
(Lighting) and Dave Clarke (Sound). 
“It’s been a great experience working 
with them and having something as 
challenging as this,” Sabourin says. 

The Maggie Tree was created to 
encourage and foster the many roles 
of women in theatre. 

“We just gave a mandate to our 
company that said ‘Go Ladies!” Sa- 
bourin says with a laugh. Sabourin 
and Hansen have certainly been true 





an 
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to that mandate, as they have both 
explored the various roles of actor, 
director, stage manager and produc- 
er on their projects. For Shatter they 
are both taking the helm as co-direc- 
tors, a challenging balancing act. 

“We make a good team,” Sabourin 
says. “We're very different so our 
strong points are in different areas. 
You have to work really hard to make 
sure that your vision is united. It's an 
opportunity to see the different ways 
that we can work together.” 

Shatter adheres to The Maggie 
Tree’s important mandate, not only 
because it is written by a female 
playwright, and has a predominantly 
female cast, but also because of its 
style and point of view. 

“Tt has what feels like a very femi- 
nine perspective,” Sabourin explains. 
“Our war and our hatred come from 
a human loss and pain. We like tell- 
ing universal stories with a female 
perspective, so Shatter fits in with

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that.” 
But this production isn’t one that 
only the ladies will appreciate. 


“It's theatre for everyone,” Sab- 
ourin says. “As a society we tend to 
hear stories a lot through a male per- 
spective and we get used to that. It 
sometimes takes a lot of encourage- 
ment to get to the other perspective. 
Just because we're supporting the 
female gender doesn’t mean that our 
shows are only for women.” 

Shatter marks the third time that 
The Maggie Tree has been part of the 
Indie 5 season, and it's clear that in- 
dependent theatre is very importan 


to Sabourin. 
“With independent theatre a lot 
of the projects are heart projects,” 





she explains. “The people that are 


there want to be there, and they | 


put up so much time and energy. 
There’s a ‘we can do anything’ feel to 
independent theatre in Edmonton 
that I love.”

HAIDA ART: MAPPING AN ANCIENT LANGUAGE 
The Art Gallery of Alberta

The Art Gallery of Alberta celebrates 
Canada. 

In continuing to pay homage to 
Canadian history and Canadian art, 
the AGA features teacher and artist 
Walter J. Phillips on the main floor, 
Painter of iconic Canadiana Emily 
Carr on the second floor, and re-con- 
textualizer of everyday objects Brian 
Jungen on the top level. 

Lastly, joining Carr in what is ar- 
guably the gallery's main space is a 
collection of Haida art produced by 
Montreal's McCord Museum, se- 
lected by renowned contemporary 
artist Robert Davidson — which is 
very much in the tradition of the 
several hundred year old objects on 
display. Illustrating Davidson's asser- 
ion, a selection of his own work is 
iterspersed amongst the historical 
ieces, 

Of course, most of us have at one 
int or another seen Haida art. So, 
hat makes this particular show so 
ecial? For Davidson, it’s unequivo- 
ly “the quality of the work. Where 
was collected, and the time period,

and very small area. The time period 
was just a little after contact, and 
some of them might be pre-contact, 
around 1774.” 

Although historic, the pieces are so 
detailed and well-crafted, you might 
never realize their actual date in his- 
tory. 

“The bowls, I feel, are some of 
the finest that are in collections and 
museums from the Haida people, 
demonstrate a high level of develop- 
ment,” Davidson says. “The com- 
positions are absolutely amazing. 
If that work was put out today, you 
would think it was done today, The 
quality is so exceptional. | feel that's 
what makes them unique. Because it 
was very highly developed, a lot be- 
fore contact.” 

For art to achieve to that level, the 
craft must be perfected over genera- 
tions. 

“Tt wasn't a fly-by-night event. By 
looking at pieces that were collected 
from pre-contact, and pieces that 
were collected in the latter part of 
the 1800s, you could see a definite 
progression happening.” 

In fact, the later pieces show even 
more detail and precision. 

“More refinement, and more de- 
tail. But that doesn’t say that the ear- 
lier pieces were simple. They were 
very highly abstracted creations. 

Davidson's work is an homage to 
the historic, influential work. 

“I feel my pieces are not so much 


copying,” Davidson says, “and more 
inspired by the time period. As | gain 
more knowledge of that language, 
I felt more confident creating my 
own style within it. And that’s not 
new. That's been going on for gen- 
erations. When I look at some of 
the pieces, you can definitely see the 
style of the people. Like for example 
Charles Edenshaw,” whose work fea- 
tures prominently in the show. “He 
developed a very personal style while 
still maintaining the integrity of the 
art form. 

The work has a mass appeal — 
whether or not you're extremely 
cultured or your world history is per- 
fectly up-to-date. 

“You don’t need to have an under- 
standing of the culture or the art form 
to appreciate it. I feel when you start 
looking at it there's a definite univer- 
sality to it, very much like when you 
look at a boat. There’s a definite ma- 
rine technology to it, when cultures 
work to improve on past generations’ 
creations, for example, a canoe.” 

Every new creation and work of- 
fers the artist (and thus, the public) 
an opportunity to explore something 
new, something distinct. 

“It's very exciting, because the art 
is alive at the moment,” when living 
artists find fresh ways to take it into 
the future, Davidson says. 

“It's alive at that point. It's not 
being recycled, we're not just doing 
variations of the same thing.”

You can tell him that | said it’s fine if 
he’s still angry, and that's something 
he might want to talk with your ther- 
apist about, but-1 would appreciate 
being left out of it 


| And you can tell him also said this: 


If he wants to stay with you, then he 
needs to forgive you and work on 
rebuilding trust. If he can't forgive 
you, he needs to leave you. But to 


| jerk you around like this — even if 
| you're the one who transgressed — is 


a dick move. And it’s not the kind of 
dick move that I want to be associ- 
ated with so, again, he should leave 
me out of it. 

All of that said, YNGC, I’m think- 
ing your boyfriend isn’t being hon- 
est with your therapist — about his 
anger, about your relationship, about 
anything — because he maybekinda- 
sorta perceives these sessions to be 
a joint effort to shift the blame for 
your affair onto his shoulders. (A 
joint effort on the part of you and 
your therapist.) 

You say you're “working on his con- 
trol issues” during these sessions. 
That's nice. If your boyfriend has 
control issues, YNGC, then by all 
means work on ’em. If you’re not 
working on your own issues — if 
your therapist doesn’t think you have 
any issues — then I don't blame your 
boyfriend for not taking your thera- 
pist or these sessions seriously.

He appears to be concentrating 
(“thinking too much about the act”), 
he keeps thrusting to a minimum, 
he isn’t using his hands in ways that 
might heighten your arousal or his 
own... hmm . 

You might want to ask this great guy 
— who does great with at least one 
sex act (oral), but not great with at 
least one other (vaginal intercourse), 
but has already demonstrated the 
ability to improve (if only fleetingly) 
— if he used to have a problem with 
premature ejaculation. 

Based on your description of what 
he’s doing/not doing, EBTS, it 
sounds like your boyfriend is follow- 
ing the standard-issue advice given 
to premature ejaculators. To train 
themselves to last longer, preemies 
are advised to concentrate, to pay 
close attention to their arousal levels 
(so they don’t get to the “moment 
of no return” too quickly), to thrust 
slowly and carefully, and to not over- 
load themselves with too much addi- 
tional stimuli (groping your breasts 
with his hands, say, while he’s inside 
you). Your boyfriend may not be re- 
ally “losing himself” in sex because 
he fears it will result in him coming 
too soon. This would also explain 
why he's a different man — and a 
better lay — when he’s going down 
on you.
